and the confidence placed in him was 
frequently shown through his appoint 
ment a* executor, administrator, and 
assignee.

He was engaged in farming in Hun­

disinfection and quarantine, care of 
the excreta, and all of the precautions 
which go with the taking care of a 
typhoid fever epidemic. 
The entire methods employed are 
of an educational nature and for that

in churches,
